WASHINGTON (AP) — Stiff 
resistance is growing in Con­ 
gress to President Johnson’s 
proposal to cut $216 million 
from an aid program for public 
schools in are as with large con­ 
centrations of federal w orkers. 
The 
program 
has been a 
congressional favorite since it 
began in 1950 and there is little 
enthusiasm for Johnson’s re c ­ 
ommended slash of 57 per cent 
in its budget. 
Under Johnson’s proposal, 2,- 
030 counties in all 50 states, 
plus the D istrict 
of Colum­ 
bia, would face heavy cuts in the 
federal funds they a re now using 
to build schools and to pay 
teachers* salaries and other 
operating expenses. 
San Diego County would lose 
$6 million, Los Angeles $3.6 
million 
and the state of C ali­ 
fornia as a whole, $35.4 m il­ 
lion under the new approach. 
Texas would suffer the second 
biggest reduction — $13.9 m il­ 
lion. 
Many 
Southern 
and 
W estern cities near m ilitary 
bases would lose nearly all of 
their allotm ents. 
Some school authorities have 
warned their representatives in 
Congress that the school year 
may have to be shortened and 
salaries cut if the reduced bud- 
get is approved. 
The program was originally 
designed to help school districts 
near large m ilitary bases which 
bore the double burden of hav­ 
ing to educate the children from 
the liases while their tax base 
was reduced by federal proper­ 
ty ownership. It has since been 
greatly expanded to take in the 
children of civilian federal em ­ 
ployes w herever they com prise 
more than 3 per cent of the 
school d istric t’s enrollm ent. 
At present, expenditures for 
the program top $400 million 
and the school districts which 
receive the aid count on it fo ra 
substantial part of their budget. 


U.S. Cavalrymen 
Slaughter Enemy 


SAIGON, Viet Nam (AP) — 
U.S. cavalrym en cut deeper to­ 
day into enemy strength near the 
central coast. A company ofthe 
1st Battalion, 5th Cavalry Regi­ 
ment established heavy contact 
with the Viet Cong IO miles 
south of Bong Son and killed 54 
in a fight 
still under way at 
nightfall. 
Associated P ress photograph­ 
e r Rick M erron reported 
the 
Viet Cong had a base in that 
area and appeared determ ined 
to defend it. 
A m erican casualties were de­ 
scribed as light. 
Elsewhere, 
two 
helicopter 
crashes took the lives of seven 
A m ericans. An eighth American 
died a hero’s death when he 
threw him self on a Viet Cong 
grenade. 
The Allies reluctantly aban­ 
doned one of the fruits of vic­ 
tory in Operation White Wing, 
the lush An Lao Valley. 
The 
last 
troopers of the U .S . 1st 
Air Cavalry Division involved 
there pulled out. 
It had become clear the Sai­ 
gon government was unwilling 
or unable to send in an occupa­ 
tion force to protect that moun­ 
tain-rim m ed area on farm s and 
villages west of Bong Son. 
Nearly halfthe valley’s 10,000 
people have chosen to abandon 
their rich rice paddies and flee 
rath er than await the prospec­ 
tive return of the Viet Cong.

said men, women and children 
clutched A m ericantroopersand 
begged to be flown to safety. 
Many w ere. 
A M arine helicopter c a sh e d 
and burned while taking off at 
Phu Hai Thursday.

seriously. No explanation for 
the crash was given. 
An Army helicopter crashed 
IO m iles northeast of Saigon to­ 
day, 
and six soldiers were 
killed. Circum stances of the 
crash were not immediately 
reported. 
The soldier hero died when a 
Viet Cong company attacked a 
sm all unit of the 25th Division in 
ambush positions 25 miles west 
of Saigon near Cu Chi, scene of 
repeated furious battles since 
the 25th established a base there 
th ree weeks ago. 
The Viet Cong fire was so 
heavy that nearly two platoons 
of reinforcem ents and jet na­ 
palm attacks were needed to get 
the beleaguered unit 
out. Six 
to IO Viet Cong were reported 
killed; American 
casualties 
w ere officially described 
as 
“ light to m oderate.” 
In the air war against North 
Viet Nam, a UJS. spokesman 
said UJ>. Air Force planes for 
the past three days had lashed 
the a ir base at Dien Bien Phu, 
west 
of 
Hanoi, 
where the 
French lost their Indochina War 
in 1954. 
The spokesman said 50 more 
buildings had been destroyed, 
bringing the total destruction to 
square - mile area once con­ 
sisted of 419 m ilitary barracks, 
storage structures, and m ulti- 
storied 
adm inistrative quar­ 
te rs . 
Navy c a rrie r planes raided in 
North Viet Nam along routes 
from Vinh south and west to the 
Ho 
Chi Minh 
Trail through 
L aos, the spokesman said. Pi- 
lots reported destroying five 
bridges, cratering approaches 
to five more and cutting roads.

MOSCOW 
AP - The Soviet 
M inistry of Civil Aviation an­ 
nounced today that only 
eight 
passengers were killed in the 
crash early Thursday during 
takeoff of a huge TUI 14 a ir­ 
liner. 
The m inistry announcement 
said that “ during the takeoff 
run the plane ran into a strong 
gust of wet snow, veered off the 
runway and was dam aged.Eight 
Soviet passengers died 
in 
the cra sh .” 
E arlier, 
unofficial sources 
said 48 of 70 persons aboard 
the TUI 14-world’s largest a ir­ 
liner — had perished in the 
crash at Moscow’s Sheremye- 
tevo A irport. W estern sources 
placed the number ofdeadat38. 
W itnesses gave this account of 
the crash: 
The 
four-engine 
turboprop 
plane left the runway and rose 
about IOO feet, then began sway. 
ing violently. One side dipped 
and the plane started to drop 
back to earth. 
The pilot, apparently rea liz­ 
ing that the plane was too far 
down the runway to land safely, 
trie d to get maximum power. 
The engines roared but he could 
not get the giant craft to climb. 
A wing dug into a snowbank and 


the TUI 14 fell. 
It snapped in two from the 
force of the im pact. The rear 
section burst into flame, caus­ 
ing the heaviest casualties. 
The dead included 
a Soviet 
cultural official and an official 
of the government airline Aero- 
flot, official spokesman said to­ 
day. They were Alexander A. 
Petrov, a deputy chairman of 
the state com m ittee for cultural 
relations 
with foreign 
coun­ 
trie s , and Vladim ir I. Smirnov, 
A eroflot’s com m ercial d irect­ 
o r. 
The plane was on a 7,440-mile 
flight to Guinea, Ghana and 
B razzaville, capital ofthe form ­ 
e r French Congo, to inaugurate 
a 
new 
service. 
An official 
spokesman 
said 
Petrov was 
making the trip to negotiate a 
cultural 
agreem ent with the 
Brazzaville government. 
A spokesman at the airport 
said only two foreigners — stu­ 
dents from Guinea — were 
aboard and they escaped with 
minor injuries. 
It was the first known crash 
of a TUI 14, which can carry 220 
passengers, has 
the 
longest 
range of any com m ercial a ir­ 
craft and has been in regular 
service for about eight years.

(AP) — The Communists have 
not launched any major cam ­ 
paigns in recent weeks because 
U.S. and South Vietnamese of- 
fensive action threw them off 
balance, highJevel Am ericans 
in Saigon believe. 
There is said to be no indica- 
tion that the Com munists have 
moved any major elem ents out 
of the country. On the contrary, 
they are believed to be building 
up at a steady rate. The num­ 
ber of infiltrators coming into 
South Viet Nam still is put at 
about 4,500 each month, the 
sam e figure that has been quoted 


for the past five or six months. 
An American spokesman said 
today there a re now approxi­ 
mately 20,000 arm ed Viet Cong 
o r North Vietnamese in each of 
the country’s four corps are a. 
The 
mixture of these forces 
varies from area to area. 
These figures do not include 
an estim ated 100,000 guerrilla 
fighters, 
40,000 in political 
cadres and about 17,000 support 
personnel. 
It is estim ated that there are 
24 regim ental formations of 
Communist forces in the coun­ 
try , nine of them North Viet-

WASHINGTON (AP) — Secre- 
tary of State Dean Rusk told 
the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee today die com mittee 
itself had voted lopsidedly fora 
basic com m itm ent— the 1954 
Southeast Asia Treaty-which he 
said obliges Am ericans to de­ 
fend South Viet Nam. 
“ The far • reaching im plica­ 
tions of this commitment were 
well understood by this com m it­ 
tee when it recommended, with 
only ttie late Sen. William Dan­ 
ger, R-N .D., dissenting, that the 
Senate consent to the ratifica­ 
tion of the Treaty,” Rusk said. 
“ A ll m em bers of this distin­ 
guished com m ittee who were 
then senators voted for that 
treaty,” Rusk added. 
Among those com m ittee mem­ 
bers who have been critical of 
President 
Johnson’s 
current 
Viet Nam policy and who were 
senators a decade agoare chair­ 
man J. W. 
Fulbnght, D-Ark.; 
Wayne M orse, D-Ore.; M ajori­ 
ty Leader Mike Mansfield, D- 
Mont.; and Albert Gore, D- 
Term. 
Rusk’s 
nationally televised 
testim ony brought toward a cli­ 
max the crackling Senate probe 
of adm inistration Viet Nam pol­ 
icy begun a month ago before 
Johnson ordered resumption of 
the lam bing of North Viet Nam 
and went to Honolulu to meet 
South Vietnamese leaders. 
Thursday presidential adviser 
Maxw ell D. Taylor held the spot- 
light in a storm y session. With 
France’s 1954 loss of Indochina 
in mind, tl»e general suggested 
that with m ilitary success South 
Viet Nam could be lost by dis­ 
sension in Washington. 
Tile basis for the UJ>.commit­ 
ment under which Johnson has 
sent more than 200,000 service­ 
men to fight in Viet Nam has 
been one of tire chief targets in 
the questioning. 


Presenting a full-scale defense 
of what lie portrayed as a vital 
U.S. policy of stem m ing Com­ 
munist aggression in Viet Nam 
as well as elsew here, Rusk un­ 
derlined 
the 
Southeast Asia 
Treaty Organization com m it­ 
ment entered into with B ritain, 
France, A ustralia, New Zea­ 
land, the Philippines, Thailand 
and Pakistan in 1954. 
“ It is this fundamental SEA TO 
obligation that has from the out­ 
set guided our actions in South 
Viet Nam,” he said. 
Rusk said that “ in joining 
SEA TO the United States took a 
solemn treaty engagement of 
far-reaching effect” and the 
trea tj was ratified by the U £. 
Senate by a 84-1 vote, only I.an­ 
ger dissenting. 
And this was 
after the For­ 
eign Relations Committee itself 
had stated in its report approv­ 
ing the treaty that the com mit­ 
ment was far-reaching, he said. 


The secretary of state sum­ 
moned up his 50 pages ol bro.id- 
ranging testim ony 
with 
this 
five-point summ ary which 
he 
described as ‘‘the heart of the 
problem and the heart of U. S. 
policy 
in South Viet Nam;” 
“ I. The elem entary fact is that 
there is an 
aggression in the 
form 
of an arm ed attack by 
North Viet Nam against South 
Viet Nam. 
“ 2. The United States has com­ 
m itm ents to assist South Viet 
Nam to repel this aggression. 
“ 3. Our com mitm ents to South 
Viet Nam were not taken in iso­ 
lation but are a part of system ­ 
atic effort in the postw ar period 
to assure a stable peace. 
“ 4. The issue in Southeast 
Asia becomes worldwide 
be­ 
cause we must make clear that 
the United States keeps its word 
w herever it is pledged. 
“ 5. No nation is more inter­ 
ested in peace in Southeast Asia 
or elsew here 
than is the Uni­ 
ted States. If the arm ed attack 
against South Viet 
Nam is 
brought to an end, peace can 
come very quickly.”

WASHINGTON (A P) — State 
tax increases totaling more than 
$1.1 billion are reported under 
consideration by state legisla­ 
tures meeting this year. 
The increases would be in ad­ 
dition to a near record $1.3 bil­ 
lion of new or increased state 
income, sales and other taxes 
approved last year. A number 
of those took effect Jan. I. 
Total state tax collections for 
the year which ended June 30, 
19G4 — the latest for which 
records a re available — were 
$24 billion. 
The 
new 
compilation 
was 
made by the Tax Foundation, 
Inc., New York, and was sup­ 
plemented by reports brought to 
the annual Washington meeting 
this week of the National Tax­ 
payers Conference by its mem­ 
bers representing 38 state tax­ 
payer groups. 
Several of the largest states, 
in population and annual bud­ 
get, are among those in which 
new or higher taxes have been 
proposed. They include Califor­ 
nia, 
Illinois, 
M assachusetts, 
Michigan, New Jersey and V ir­ 
ginia. 
New Jersey is one of three 
states — the others a re N ebras­ 
ka and New Hampshire — with­ 
out either a general income or 
sales 
tax. 
Dem ocratic Gov. 
Richard J. Hughes is pressing 
— and has predicted success for 
— a state income tax. Many 
opponents of the income tax 
proposal favor a sales tax. 
Although some of the pro­ 
posed new boosts alm ost surely 
will be voted down, many are 
considered likely to become law 
— enough to provide some per­ 


ceptible 
further 
anti-mfla 
tionary drain on consum er buy­ 
ing power. 
Their dampening effect would 
be added to that of the $4.8 bil­ 
lion of federal incom e, excise 
and corporation tax increases 
and speedups now pending in 
Congress, the 
$5-billion 
in­ 
cre ase in Social Security taxes 
that took effect on Jan. I and a 
possible 
boost in the unem­ 
ployment 
com pensation pay­ 
roll tax which President John­ 
son has indicated he will ask 
of Congress. 
In addition, several cities in­ 
cluding New York face budget 
problem s which may require 
local tax action. Legislation is 
pending in several states toper- 
mit cities to im pose sales or 
income levies. 
Philadelphia has increased its 
wage tax and several other 
Pennsylvania cities have voted 
to impose sim ilar ta x e s.Louis­ 
ville, Ky., has raised its occupa­ 
tional tax. Richmond introduced 
a local sales tax this yearanda 
dozen other Virginia cities have 
enacted 2 per cent sales taxes. 
A statewide 2 per cent levy is 
under consideration by the Leg­ 
islatu re. 
The prospective crop of state 
tax increases is unusually large 
for an even-numbered year, the 
Tax 
Foundation notes. Most 
state legislatures convene in 
odd-numbered years. 
Even in those states where 
legislatures meet annually tax 
in creases are seldom voted in 
even-numbered y ears, because 
these are also election years in 
which neither party cares to 
p ress for higher taxes.

Organized Labor May Cut

MIAMI BEACH, Fla. (AP)— 
AFL-CIO m aritim e unions told 
President Johnson today they 
will boycott ships of all foreign 
nations trading with the North 
Vietnamese Com m unists. 
In a telegram to Johnson, un­ 
ion officials said “ trade with 
North 
Viet Nam puts blood 
money in the pocket of ship­ 
owners and other profiteers 
and so-called Allied nations.” 
The telegram added that “ we 
believe the tim e for pussyfoot­ 
ing is long past. 
“ We must inform you there­ 
fore, very soon our m em bers 
will begin to dem onstrate their 
protests on all w aterfronts in 
this country directed against 
any and all ships of those na­ 
tions which perm it trade with 
North Viet Nam.” 
The boycott, said spokesmen 
for 
the 
AFL-CIO 
Maritime 
T rades Department will affect 
hundreds of foreign 
vessels 
from nations including Great 
Britain, Norway, Sv/eden, Den­ 
m ark, France, Italy and Egypt. 
The lioycott will be imposed 
by refusing to load any such 
vessel entering UJS. ports. 
The telegram to Johnson was 
signed by Paul Hall, president 
of the M aritime Trades Depart­ 
ment; 
Thomas W. Gleason, 
president of the International 
Longshorem en’s 
Association; 
and Joseph C urran, president 
of the National M aritim e Union. 
Two years ago the same un­ 
ions imposed a boycott on UJ5. 
wheat shipm ents to Russia un­ 
til the White House persuaded 
them to lift it. 
“ Our boys are fighting in an 
dying along with 
loyal South 
Vietnam ese forces and those of 
our other a llie s,” the unions* 
telegram to Johnson said.

Raises Question 


WASHINGTON AP — 
Sen. 
J. W. Fulbright demanded to ­ 
day to know whether President 
C harles de Gaulle 
of France 
had branded the Viet Nam war 
an 
absurd 
conflict 
which is 
“ leading nowhere.” 
The question was put to Sec­ 
reta ry of State Dean Rusk as 
he appeared as a w itness before 
the 
Senate Foreign Relations 
Com m ittee, of which Fulbright 
is chairm an. 
The White House, asked about 
the correspondence Thursday, 
replied that Johnson and De 
Gaulle had exchanged “ direct 
and frank” letters but none of 
them was “ harsh or sev ere.” 
Rusk reserved answ ers 
to 
Fulbright’s questions. 
Fulbright referred to reports 
which said De Gaulle had w rit­ 
ten a severe letter to Johnson. 
Fulbright asked Rusk to say 
exactly what was in the secret 
le tte r, and specifically whether 
he said “ this Viet Nam war is 
leading nowhere and is absurd.”

LE E , N.H. (AP) — A retired 
m illionaire who has devoted 
years to studying auto safety 
s a js the regular seat belt in­ 
stalled in cars “ has no protec­ 
tive value.” 
Andrew J. White, 60, says that 
in 
many instances a regular 
seat belt “ reduces the chances 
for survival in a traffic acci­ 
dent.” 
“ The seat belt leaves the 
head, the most vulnerable part 
of the anatomy, to act as a 
sledgeham m er against the wind­ 
shield 
and 
dashboard,” said 
WhitP in an interview . 


White recommends instead a 
harness which he designed and 
says “ is far superior to a regu­ 
la r seat belt.” 
Wearing one, he drove a car 
at 50 miles per hour Into a two- 
foot- thick brick wall and he 
was uninjured. 
The harness is a V-shaped 
yoke attached to the roof of the 
c a r. 
White said it can be fastened 
in three seconds. “ F irst you put 
on the lap strap , release two 
clips that hold the harness near 
the sun visors and attach the 


clips onto the strap .” 
White, who is president ofthe 
Motor Vehicle R esearch ofNew 
Ham pshire Inc., designed the 
harness to include a seat belt, a 
shoulder 
strap, and a head 
sling. He said more than IO 
years of study of actual acci­ 
dents and numerous tests per­ 
formed by his nonprofit firm 
proved the harness is the best 
safety device available. 
“ More than 80 per cent of all 
fatal accidents involve head in­ 
ju rie s. The harness is the only 
way to protect the head,” said 
White. He lias been safety con­ 


sultant to UJS. Bureau of Public 
Roads and to num erous firm s 
ranging from UJ3. Steel to B .F. 
Goodrich. 
White retired from his engi­ 
neering business in 1952 and has 
since devoted his energies to 
various phases of safety re­ 
search. His firm has staged 
more than 200 controlled crash ­ 
es here. All were filmed by 
high-speed movie cam eras.

Philadelphia has increased its 
wage tax and several other 
Pennsylvania cities have voted 
to impose sim ilar taxes.Louis­ 
ville, Ky., has raised its occupa­ 
tional tax. Richmond introduced 
a local sales tax this year and a 
dozen other Virginia cities have 
enacted 2 per cent sales taxes. 
A statewide 2 per cent levy is 
under consideration by the Leg­ 
islature. 
The prospective crop of state 
tax increases is unusually large 
for an even-numbered year, the 
Tax 
Foundation notes. Most 
state legislatures convene in 
odd-numbered years. 
Even in those states where 
legislatures meet annually tax 
increases are seldom voted in 
even-numbered years, because 
these are also election years in 
which neither party cares to 
press for higher taxes.

A FL- -CIO maritime unions told 
President Johnson today they 
will boycott ships of all foreign 
nations trading with the North 
Vietnamese Communists. 
In a telegram to Johnson, un­ 
ion officials said “ trade with 
North 
Viet Nam puts blood 
money in the pocket of ship­ 
owners and other profiteers 
and so-called Allied nations.” 
The telegram added that “we 
believe the time for pussyfoot­ 
ing is long past. 
"We must inform you there­ 
fore, very soon our members 
will begin to demonstrate their 
protests on all waterfronts in 
this country directed against 
any and all ships of those na­ 
tions which permit trade with 
North Viet Nam." 
The boycott, said spokesmen 
for 
the A FL-CIO 
Maritime 
Trades Department will affect 
hundreds of foreign 
vessels 
from nations including Great 
Britain, Norway, Sweden, Den­ 
mark, France, Italy and Egypt. 
The boycott will be imposed 
by refusing to load any such 
vessel entering UJ». ports. 
The telegram to Johnson was 
signed by Paul Hall, president 
of the Maritime Trades Depart­ 
ment; 
Thomas W. Gleason, 
president of the International 
Longshoremen's 
Association; 
and Joseph Curran, president 
of the National Maritime Union. 
Two years ago the same un­ 
ions imposed a boycott on 
wheat shipments to Russia un­ 
til the White House persuaded 
them to lift it. 
"Our boys are fighting in an 
dying along wit!, 
loyal South 
Vietnamese forces and those of 
our other allies," the unions* 
telegram to John son said*

Wearing one, he drove a car 
at 50 miles per hour into a two- 
foot- thick brick wall and he 
was uninjured. 
The harness is a V-shaped 
yoke attached to the roof of the 
car. 
White said it can be fastened 
in three seconds. "F irst you put 
on the lap strap, release two 
clips that hold the harness near 
the sun visors and attach the 


clips onto the strap." 
White, who is president ofthe 
Motor Vehicle Research ofNew 
Hampshire Inc., designed the 
harness to include a seat belt, a 
shoulder 
strap, and a head 
sling. He said more than IO 
years of study of actual acci­ 
dents and numerous tests per­ 
formed by his nonprofit firm 
proved the harness is the best 
safety device available. 
"M ore than 80 per cent of all 
fatal accidents involve head in­ 
juries. The harness is the only 
way to protect the head," said 
White, He lias been safety con­ 


sultant to UJ>. Bureau of Public 
Roads and to numerous firms 
ranging from UJ*. Steel to BJ*'. 
Goodrich, 
White retired from his engi­ 
neering business in 1952 and has 
since devoted his energies to 
various phases of safety re­ 
search. His firm has staged 
more than 200 controlled crash­ 
es here. All were filmed by 
high-speed movie cam eras.

Piracy on the high seas has 
passed into the limbo of legend. 
But economic piracy is still in 
vigorous being. 
As an example, an employee 
of one of this country’s leading 
pharmaceutical manufacturers 
stole certain secret data from

and sold it 
to 
Italian producers, there being 
no patent laws in that country. 
The Italians 
produced 
the 
drugs and sold them to — of all 


customers — the U.S. Govern­ 
ment. 
Other industries, 
which are 
deeply involved in highly 
ex­ 
pensive research and the pur­ 
suit of new processes and prod­ 
ucts, 
have suffered sim ilar 
losses. 
And our own govern­ 
ment, it seems, has been one of 
the villains in the piece, parti­ 
cularly by disregarding patent 
rights

This is both morally and eco­ 
nomically indefensible.

there is some hope of a change. 
The head of the Pharmaceutical 
Manufacturers

foreign governmental 
actions posing serious threats 
to drug patents. The response 
was encouraging — as 
of a 
late date 69 of these ambas­ 
sadors reassured the prescrip­ 
tion 
drug industry of 
their 
diligence in helping 
to defend 
pharmaceutical patent rights in 
their respective spheres of in­ 
fluence. 
A typical letter said, 
“ You may be assured that the 
Embassy will continue to follow 
developments in this field very 
closely and take whatever steps 
may be deemed appropriate in 
the defense of the legitimate in­ 


terests of U.S. pharmaceutical 
companies . . . ’’ 
Let us hope that the govern­ 
ment, in its huge drug 
pur­ 
chases, will follow a 
sim ilar 
course. Anything which works 
to the disadvantage of the great 
American prescription drug in­ 
dustry is a threat to the heatlh 
of the millions of us who depend 
upon it for the alleviation of pain 
and disease—and often, for life 
itself.

BUSINESSMEN 
Walter 
Reuther Plans New 
Style Make-o r-Break Drive To 
Unionize Millions of “ Working 
Poor” 
Washington, D.C.: As labor's 
high command sunlights at its 
contemplative 
midwinter ses­ 
sion in Florida, the question is: 
Where is Walter Reuther going? 
Over the hills to the poors' 
houses, that's where. 
First, 
there will be considerable plan­ 
ning in Bal Harbour’s hotel 
rooms. 
Reuther no 
longer 
squeezes his own orange juice to 
save labor a few expense-ac- 
count pennies. But he spurns 
the swimming pools and sea­ 
side lanai gin games and those 
m ass migrations 
to Hialeah. 
Instead, with a thrust back to 
the springtime of his life, the 
58-year-old 
auto union chief 
will work on new plans 
to 
“ organize the unorganized.'* 
But 
this time, unlike 
the 
campaigns of 30 years ago, 
there will be no march on giant 
industries, 
no 
parade 
of 
young 
workers in overseas 
caps, no sit-ins -- just a fan­ 
out, a march up the forgotten 
alleys, the byways of the work­ 
ing people. 
He 
and his organizers will 
seek out 
the filling stations, 
the garages, the tool lofts, the 
fix-it shops, the eight and ten- 
man family businesses. For 
there no longer is a giant in­ 
dustry to be conquered and un­ 
ionized. 
He has seen his tiny 
local, which had 
no money to 
send him to a national conven­ 
tion, grow 
into an auto union, 
1,450,000 strong. 
So it is with 
steel and rubber and oil. 
But 
there are millions to be 
unionized in the shadows of the 
mile-long plants 
and in 
the 
shoddy grease, paint and wine 
alleys of the big cities. 
Those are the millions Reuther 
and his closest colleague, 
the 
imaginative, often daring, Jack 
Conway want to sign up. 
They've always been there. But 
the 
big unions have not been 
interested in the proletariat 
Reuther 
calls 
the “ work­ 
ing poor.” I fs not worth while 
and it's too expensive and what 
do you get, has been the re ­ 
action of labor leaders. 
Until Reuther sought new hori­ 
zons, there was no formula for 
signing up the fix-it shops. But 
then 
Reuther 
and 
Conway, 
executive director of the six- 
million member Industrial Un­ 
ion Dept, of the AFL-CIO, hit 
on the formula. 
They would set up 
catch-all 
“ coordinated” 
or “ coopera­ 
tive” unionizing centers. Each 
would have a geographic area. 
They decided that going up the 
grimy alleys of the big cities 
U f O l l l H 
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de-sac 
but could result in 
a 
sackful of union cards. 
Then each member would be 
processed. 
Each would 
be 
roughly 
categorized. 
Each 
would 
be 
put in a central 
pension pool. Then each could 
be “ serviced” 
by 
the cen­ 
tra l 
headquarters whether it 
was in the Philadelphia sub­ 
urbs 
or deep in the unorgan­ 
ized heart of Texas. 
Plans are still rough. But 
conferences have been held. Al­ 
so, 
practice 
runs. Training 
skull sessions 
have 
been 
scheduled 
for organizers all 
the way from Washington 
to 
Brownsville, Tex., area. 
It’s all getting to the deadline- 
fo r-action stage, the blueprint 
and timetable 
schedules 
of 
which Reuther is 
so fond. So 
much so that Reuther has wired 
the 
entire 
Industrial Union 
Dept. Executive Committee to 
come to Bal Harbour 
for 
a 
meeting late in February. 
Whatever it is they’ll decide 
will be kicked off in mid-March 
or early April -- either in the 
“ grape country” of California 
o r 
the Brownsville area of 
Texas 
as well as in 
some 
northern cities. 
Then the march on the “ work­ 
ing poor” will start. 
Since Reuther is a realist, the 
proletarian drive will not 
be 
without its political dividends. 
In 
the 
words of Reuther’s 
friend, author Michael H arring­ 
ton, 
“ the working poor should 
be 
organized on a political 
basis to give unions additional 
strength on the political front.” 
Mike (The Other America) H ar­ 
rington was cheered when he 
urged this on a conference run 
by 
Reuther's 
ally, 
Paul 
Jennings, the labor movement's 
new youth, 
who took over the 
leadership of the International 
Union of 
Electrical Workers 
from “ old” Jim Carey. 
But 
this report would not be 
complete without the news that 
Reuther, and unions 
close to 
him, 
still are pouring tens of 
thousands of dollars into 
the 
teachers’ 
strike-and-sign-up 
campaign in many cities. 
Or 
that Reuther 
is aiding 
the 
American 
Federation of Gov­ 
ernm ent Employes on a front, 
ranging from New York 
to 
Washington, D.C. 
Or 
that he 
plans to take the lead in 
the 
“ coordinated bargaining'' com­ 
mittee of eight unions (stretch­ 
ing all the way from the auto 
union to the Glass Bottle Blow­

Two new' instruments could give a new look 
to automobile dashboards soon. One saves gas 
and the other saves lives. 
By analyzing engine performance, the first 
instrument, unnamed so far, tells a driver how 
imany m iles he 
is getting per gallon. If it 
were standard equipment on all cars today, 
it would save an estim ated 11-billion gallons 
of gasoline. 
However, some manufacturers might be less 
enthusiastic about displaying their product's 
m ileage on its dashboard. 
This instrument was developed over 30 years 
ago by Andrew' J. 
White, now director o: 
Motor Vehicle Research of New Hampshire 
Nowadays his specialty is tires, perhaps be­ 
cause his gas-saving gadget got stuck in the 
doldrums of indifference. 
Wealthy Baltimore Inventor, Charles Adler, 
Jr., has built a device he calls the Spaceo­ 
m eter. It tells a driver how much space, in 
car lengths, lie between his car and the car 
ahead. A driver glances at a Spaceometer, 
which replaces the speedometer on the dash­ 
board, to determine in an instant whether he is 
far enough behind the car ahead to stop if the 
driver of the car ahead slam s on his brakes. 
The Spaceometer also gives speed readings. 
Says Adler: “ The Spaceometer is the first 
successful graphic means to educate the motor­ 
ist in safe-car spacing at whatever speed he 
is driving.” 
On A dler's Spaceometer, two tiny cars, each 
scaled to one car length, move along a horizon­ 
tal elastic red line. The space between the 
cars is calibrated, by number, in car lengths. 
When a driver looks at the car on the highway 
ahead of him after glancing at his Spaceometer, 
he instinctively com pares the scaled-down rec­ 
ommended car spacing he has seen on the 
Spaceometer with the actual space between his 
car and the car ahead—and, if he is inter­ 
ested in living longer—decelerates to increase 
the spacing if he's too close. 
The Spaceometer and the unnamed gas-saving 
panel instrument may never become standard 
equipment; but there's no denying their value..

ing contrasts between television news and that 
presented in newspapers. 
Is it the primary obligation of television to 
entertain or to inform the American people? 
Friendly thought that it was to inform them. 
His new boss, John A. Schneider, vice presi­ 
dent-broadcasting, insisted that it was to enter­ 
tain and to supplement it with sketchy coverage 
of the informative aspect of television, 
So Friendly quit. 
Friendly spoke for the welfare of the American 
people, 
Schneider made a realistic decision based on 
the preferences of viewers. 
The w ishes of both could not prevail because 
television , unlike newspapers, is not a flexible 
m ed iu m . It can provide instanteous coverage of 
news and on-the-spot broadcasts of entertain­ 
ment but cannot successfully present both at 
once. 
The newspaper, while slower, is the more 
fencible medium. It can and does present many 
subjects in entertainment and informative fields 
at the same tim e. It also can be examined at 


the convenience of the reader. The television 
viewer must be before his set when his program 
appears. 
Specifically Friendly wanted to cover live the 
testimony of George F. Kennan before the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee last week. 
Schneider did not. He chose to pick up excerpts 
for later broadcast, reserving the decision to 
select what he wished from the hearings for 
live coverage. 
The 
National Broadcasting Company pre­ 
empted its regular daytime shows to present 
the Kennan testimony. 
Friendly saw it on NBC. 
During this tim e, CBS was showing an eighth 
rerun of “ Lucy” and an eighth rerun of “ The 
Real M cCoys.” 
There isn't any doubt but that more people 
watched the CBS reruns. Their educational 
and informational value was nil. Many persons 
already had seen them one or more tim es. 
But they were diverting, easy to understand and 
entertaining—harder on the seat than the brain. 
I fs a sad commentary on our civilization that 
the American people preferred them and that 
CBS again stole the march in the ratings battle 
between the two networks. 
But as Walter Cronkite, another CBS person­ 
ality, would say: 
“ That's the way it is .” 
And so it is.

Piracy on the high seas has 
passed into the limbo of legend. 
But economic piracy is still in 
vigorous being. 
As an example, an employee 
of one of this country’s leading 
pharmaceutical manufacturers 
stole certain secret data from

and sold it to 
Italian producers, there being 
no patent laws in that country. 
The Italians

drugs and sold them to — of all 


customers — the U.S. Govern­ 
ment. 
Other industries, which are 
deeply involved in highly ex­ 
pensive research and the pur­ 
suit of new processes and prod­ 
ucts, 
have suffered similar 
losses. And our own govern­ 
ment, it seems, has been one of 
the villains in the piece, parti­ 
cularly by disregarding patent 
rights 
in order to get a lower

This is both morally and eco­ 
nomically indefensible. 
But 
there is some hope of a change. 
The head of the Pharmaceutical 
Manufacturers 
Association 
wrote 104 of our ambassadors, 
directing attention to the grow­ 
ing 
number of imminent or 
pending foreign governmental 
actions posing serious threats 
to drug patents. The response 
was encouraging — as of a 
late date 69 of these ambas­ 
sadors reassured the prescrip­ 
tion 
drug industry of their 
diligence in helping to defend 
pharmaceutical patent rights in 
their respective spheres of in­ 
fluence. 
A typical letter said, 
’‘You may be assured that the 
Embassy will continue to follow 
developments in this field very 
closely and take whatever steps 
may be deemed appropriate in 
the defense of the legitimate in­ 


terests of U.S. pharmaceutical 
companies . . . ” 
Let us hope that the govern­ 
ment, in its huge drug pur­ 
chases, will follow a similar 
course. Anything which works 
to the disadvantage of the great 
American prescription drug in­ 
dustry is a threat to the heatlh 
of the millions of us who depend 
upon it for the alleviation of pain 
and disease—and often, for life 
itself.

Walter 
Reuther Plans New 
Style Make-or-Break Drive To 
Unionize Millions of “ Working 
Poor" 
Washington, D.C.s As labor's 
high command sunlights at its 
contemplative 
midwinter ses­ 
sion in Florida, the question is: 
Where is Walter Reuther going? 
Over the hills to the poors’ 
houses, that’s where. 
First, 
there will be considerable plan­ 
ning in Bal Harbour’s hotel 
rooms. 
Reuther no longer 
squeezes his own orange juice to 
save labor a few expense-ac- 
count pennies. But he spurns 
the swimming pools and sea­ 
side lanai gin games and those 
mass migrations 
to Hialeah. 
Instead, with a thrust back to 
the springtime of his life, the 
5 8-year-old 
auto union chief 
will work on new plans 
to 
“ organize the unorganized.’’ 
But 
this time, unlike 
the 
. campaigns of 30 years ago, 
there will be no march on giant 
industries, 
no 
parade of 
young 
workers in overseas 
caps, no sit-ins -- just a fan­ 
out, a march up the forgotten 
alleys, the byways of the work­ 
ing people. 
He 
and his organizers will 
Seek out 
the filling stations, 
the garages, the tool lofts, the 
fix-it shops, the eight and ten- 
man family businesses. For 
there no longer is a giant in­ 
dustry to be conquered and un­ 
ionized. 
He has seen his tiny 
local, which had 
no money to 
send him to a national conven­ 
tion, grow 
into an auto union, 
1,450,000 strong, so it is with 
steel and rubber and oil. 
But there are millions to be 
unionized in the shadows of the 
mile-long plants 
and in 
the 
shoddy grease, paint and wine 
alleys of the bkg cities. 
Those are the millions Reuther 
and his closest colleague, the 
imaginative, often daring, Jack 
Conway want to sign up.

Then each member would be 
processed. 
Each would 
be 
roughly 
categorized. 
Each 
would 
be 
put in a central 
pension pool. Then each could 
be “ serviced” 
by the cen­ 
tral 
headquarters whether it 
was in the Philadelphia sub­ 
urbs 
or deep in the unorgan­ 
ized heart of Texas. 
Plans are still rough. But 
conferences have been held. Al­ 
so, 
practice runs. Training 
skull sessions 
have 
been 
scheduled 
for organizers all 
the way from Washington to 
Brownsville, Tex., area. 
B’s all getting to the deadline- 
for-action stage, the blueprint 
and timetable schedules 
of 
which Reuther is so fond. So 
much so that Reuther has wired 
the 
entire 
Industrial Union 
Dept. Executive Committee to 
come to Bal Harbour for

meeting late in February. 
Whatever it is they’ll decide 
will be kicked off in mid-March 
or early April -- either in the

Mike (The Other America) Har­ 
rington was cheered when he

Jennings, the labor movement’s 
new youth, 
who took over the 
leadership of the International 
Union of 
Electrical Workers 
from “ old” Jim Carey, 
But 
this report would not be 
complete without the news that 
Reuther, and unions close to 
him, 
still are pouring tens of 
thousands of dollars into the 
teachers' 
strlke-and-slgn-up 
campaign in many cities. 
Or 
that Reuther 
is aiding 
the 
American 
Federation of Gov­ 
ernment Employes on a front, 
ranging from New York 
to 
Washington, D.C. 
Or that he 
plans to take the lead in 
the 
’’coordinated bargaining” corn­

Cassius Clay 
Reclassified 


LO U ISV ILLE, KY. — Cassius 
Clay was 
reclassified 
I-A 
Thursday, making him immedi­ 
ately eligible for military ser­ 
vice, and the world heavy weight 
champion promptly went to war 
with his draft board. 
“ Why me? Why me?*’ wailed 
Clay in Miami, Fla. “ How did 
they do this to me—the heavy­ 
weight champion of the world?** 
Then he launched into a long 
tirade against Local Board 47 
in Louisville, which had delib­ 
erated about two hours before 
voting 4-0 to change Clay’s 
classification from l-Y--a de­ 
ferred category--to the well­ 
known I-A. 
And the board indicated his 
name would be included in the 
March call. 
Clay, 24, had been deferred 
after failing mental aptitude 
sections of his examinations. 
He was reclassified under new, 
lower standards established be­ 
cause of the need for more men. 
“ They didn’t test me again,’’ 
Clay protested in a rising voice. 
“ I can’t understand how they do 
this to me. Why be anxious to 
take me--a man who pays the 
salary of at least 200,000 men 
a year -- 200,000 men, 
you 
hear?*’ 
Clay is in Miami training for 
a March 29 title fight with Ernie 
Terrell in Chicago--a bout is in 
jeopardy because of Clay’s ex­ 
pected early callup. 
“ W e’re in the dark, with a 
growing expenditure, until we 
know whether Clay definitely is 
out of the fight,” 
said co- 
romeotsers Irv Schoenwald and 
Ben Bentley in Chicago. 
Clay’s new classification can 
be appealed, but his lawyer, Ed­ 
ward W. Jacks Jr . of New York, 
<said no decision had been made. 
Jacko testified before the board 
for about 40 minutes. 
“ I want to keep in confidence 
anything said before the board,” 
Jacko said. He added he doesn’t 
know if there are grounds for 
appeal. 
Should there be an appeal, it 
would go through Clay’s local 
board, which would forward it 
to the appeal board where Clay 
was living at the time the ap­ 
peal was made. 
A unanimous decision by the 
appeal board would forego fur­ 
ther right of appeal, but a split 
decision could then be appealed 
to Washington. 
“ I don’t have to tell you what 
I’m going to do,” Clay said in 
Miami. “ That’s between me and 
my lawyers, if it comes to that. 
But Pm not saying it will. 
“ Pm not telling you what Pm 
going to do.” 
“ We knew he was going into 
I-A ,” Bentley said in Chicago. 
“ What we’re concerned about is 
when he’s going in.” 
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That’s in doubt. 
Miss Margaret Green, clerk of 
Clay’s 
Louisville draft board, 
indicated his name would be on 
the March list, but she said she 
has not yet received her March 
quota, had “ no idea” when she 
would and that induction notices 
would not be sent out until she 
does. 
She also said she did not know 
how long an appeal would take. 
Terrell also is classified 1-Y, 
Clay’s old category—because 
his 6-foot-6 height is over the 
lim it. 
Clay was vehement and--as 
usual--outspoken in his out­ 
burst. 
“ I can’t understand out of all 
the baseball players, all of the 
football players, all 
of the 
basketball players -- why seek 
out me, who’s the world’s only 
heavyweight 
champion?” he 
said. 
“ Why are they so anxious to 
pay me $80 a month--me, who 
in two fights pay for six new 
jet planes? 
“ I’m fighting for the govern­ 
ment every day. Pm laying my 
life on the line for the govern­ 
ment. Nine out of IO soldiers 
would not want to be in my 
place in the ring. 
“ If s too dangerous.”

Why be anxious to 
take m e—a man who pays the 
salary of at least 200,000 men 
a year -- 200,000 men,

Clay is in Miami training for 
a March 29 title fight with Ernie 
T errell in Chicago--a bout is in 
jeopardy because of Clay’s ex­ 
pected early callup.

Continued from Thursday 
tified and possibly prevented or 
corrected at an early age. If 
the child is not given this help 
the problems may later be im­ 
possible to correct or would 
at least be considerably more 
difficult. 
We are of the opinion that 
counseling and guidance ser­ 
vice is of great benefit to our 
students and that it can supple­ 
ment the wise counsel which 
most teachers always give but 
for 
which they usually do not 
have 
sufficient 
time to com­ 
pletely meet the needs of their 
students. We hope to add addi- 
, tional counselors as and if the 
funds become available. 


We reported last week that 
the federal budget proposed a 
drastic cut in the amount 
of 
money allocated to the special 
milk program for school chil­ 
dren, The figures which we 
gave were in erro r as the cut 
was 
even 
more drastic than 
"we reported. The budget pro­ 
poses to cut from $103,000,000 
for milk for school children this 
year to only $21,000,000 next 
year. The budget recommenda­ 
tion also cuts the total lunch 
program 
appropriation from 
$202,000,000 this year to$183,- 
000,000 next year. While we are 
not in a position to evaluate the 
budget in total, it is regretable 
that more funds could not have 
been given to the very essential 
school lunch program. Already 
over burdened by inflation i.e ., 
increased cost for food and ser­ 


vices; a greater numoer or chil­ 
dren and a need to keep the 
price charged to the child as 
low as possible to allow their 
participation, this can 
only 
mean cutting the quality of food 
services or appreciably 
in­ 
creasing the price of the meals 
to the extent that many needy 
children will not be able to take 
advantage of a generous, nutri­

meal 
so essential to 
their physical and educational 
welfare. We hope that 
some 
improvement 
in federal fi­ 
nancial assistance for

program can be worked out.

‘however, that the main-force 
units have been lying low be­ 
cause they have been kept off 
balance and have been forced to 
change some of their plans by 
U £ . troop movements and by 
Allied offensives. 
There are indications that 
some enemy forces have been 
moving south of the Pleiju area 
and into Darlac Province. Some 
major-scale fighting is expected 
to occur in that area. 
To a large degree, most ac­ 
tions launched recently by the 
Communists have been attacks 
on outlasts and on regional and 
popular force units. 
Officials consider that defec­ 
tions among the enemy forces 
are now showing a favorably 
significant trend, but this is con­ 
sidered to be far from any indi­ 
cation of a breaking point. 
The probability of Communist 
China entering the war Is gener­ 
ally regarded as remote unless 
some escalation of the war 
threatens the North Vietnamese 
government itself.
